“EB. D.”’ has replied to my communica- 
tion on Justification. 1 verily thought I 
was refuting his exposition of Rom. 5: 18. 
I think so now, and trust I shall be able to 
show that I do not misunderstand myself 
on this point. 

I shall do it, however, not by an extend- 
ed repetition of his expressions, but by giv- 
ing what I conceive to be, a brief exposi- 
tion of the meaning of the Apostle. I am 
happy to observe indications in the last com- 
munication of “E. D.” that his faith is serip- 
tural relative both to the nature and speci- 
fic design of the atonement. I am more 
convinced, however, that he is ambiguous 
in his method of treating it, and unhappy 
in his use of terms. The singular use of 
Atonement in his last, bas surprised me.— 
Atonement occurs but once in our English 
New ‘Testament, although it occurs fre- 
quently in the Old Testament.

In the 
context, and in the text under discussion, 
the Apostle is not speaking simply of “the 
tendency of Adam's influence and Christ’s” 
as “E. D.” says in his last, but the actual 
resultin both cases. By the sin of Adam 
his whole seed, viz: all men, wé¥e brought 
under condemnation. But by the righte- 
ousness of Christ, all bis seed are justified, 
to reign in life eternal, by him. The ex- 
tent of this seed may be asked for. Of its 
extent as to number, we can know nothing 
until the final judgment shall declare it.— 
Its extent, as to character, we do know, 
viz: all believers. And further, we know 
that Christ shall ‘see of the travail of his 
soul” until his large and benevolent heart 
shall be satisfied. If the Apostle is speak- 
ing of the actual result io both cases, as has 
been shown, then it follows that the extent 
of the condemnation is known only by the

The 
letter is dated *Maulmain, December 5, 
1846.” Mrs. Judson thus speaks of her 
new home :— 

“I write you from my very pleasant but 
very odd-looking house, which I saw for the 
first time on Monday last. J am delighted 
with the appearance of things here. The 
fruits are mostly rich and healthful, the fo- 
liage exuberant and the weather perfectly 
charming. There is a delicious softness in 
the air. The people, although very degra- 
ded, are exceedingly interesting in appear- 
ance, and have faces full of intelligence. 1 
should think the Burmans far superior to 
the Hindoos.

asked by the Jesuits the reason of his suc- 
cess, ‘Il spoke what I thought,” was his 
caustic reply. This was the secret of Hall’s 
success, and it was this which gave him a 
decided superiority over many of those or- 
ators who shook England with the thunder 
of their eluquence. A sincere belief in 
the truth of what he uttered, and humility 
which induced him to keep himself in the 
shade and to hold up nothing but the en- 
grossing subject of his ministration, made 
the situation of Hall, in comparison with 
other speakers (to use his own beautiful 
allusion) resemble that of an angel in the 
Apocalypse, who was seen standing in the 
sun. His eloquence consisted in some 
thing more than the mere ability to speak 
with oratorical fulness and elegance. It 
was that genuine kind, which can neither 
be acquired by meditation in the closet nor 
discipline in the school, but which exists in 
the bosom ofits possessor and comes warm 
from the heart and faithful to its fires.— 
Like Burke, the whole field of ancient 
learning was open to his view—-like Burke, 
the wings of his imagination were ever 
spread, and he could clothe the severest 
logic in all the beauties of animated rhet- 
oric—but unlike Burke, there was a sus- 
tained grandeur in all his efforts, and in 
the torrent of his passion a temperance 
to give it smoothness. Not indeed that this 
ever bordered on sameness ; such was the 
vigor and pliancy of his intellect, that as 
the case required,he could handle a subject 
with a playfulness of achild or grapple it 
with the strength of a giant. The discus-

“A few weeks ago, twenty men presented them- 
selves in the course of a few days, to the American 
Tract Society as colporteurs. ‘lhe Society had no 
funds appropriated to their support, but as they ap- 
peared to be good men, the committee supposed that 
a sufficient indication of their duty and employed 
them all. Not long afterwards the Society received 
a letter from @ Southern merchant, stating that a 
friend had given him, whilst at the North, one of the 
Society’s books, which he put in his trunk, thinking 
little of it until he arrived at a Southern city, when 
having leisure, he read it. The perusal of the book 
wrought a great revolution in his opinions and feel- 
ings, and he determined to devote a considerable 
amount of money for the distribution of these books. 
He did not however learn how his design could be 
accomplished until a colporteur came across his 
path, with these books for sale. The merchant sta- 
ted his desire, and the colporteur explained to him 
the Society’s plan of distributing books by colpor- 
teurs. ‘This plan he said was just what he desired, 
and he had therefore determined to propose to sup- 
port twenty colporteurs, if the Society could find 
the men. ‘The Secretary of the Society wrote im- 
| mediately to the merchant, announcing to him the 
| remarkable coincidence between their wants and 

his liberality. In reply the merchant pledged him- 
self for the support of these twenty men for four 
years. ‘The amount of the pledge is twelve thou- 
sand doilars.”

Some 
faint idea may be formed of the dreadful scenes 
that were witnessed on that battle-ground, but they 
must be seen to be fully understood. The 
disfigured and mangled corpses, the groans of the 
dying, the cries of the wounded for assistance—for 
a drop of water, cannot be fully realized by those 
ata distance. Such a scene defies description.— 
We could cite from the history of the wars under 
Napoleon scenes that would cause the blood to 
chill in the veins of the reader, but there is enough 
under our own eye to show us the evils of war, 
without referring to other nations for examples of

THE BIBLE IN FRANCE, 


The influence of the Bible on the hearts of the 
people in France is so great, that Protestants, for 
want of laborers, are overwhelmed with calls for 
instruction. They have not a tenth part of the 
ministers they need. T'welve years ago they had 
30 colporteurs ; now they have 300 spreading the 
Bible throughout the kingdom, and hundreds of 
ministers are now needed to gather in the harvest 
from the seed which has been sown. This year 
200,000 copies of the Bible will be circulated in 
France, and a million of tracts and other books.— 
There are now nearly 100 evangelists employed in 
the various departments, and there are 200 evan- 
gelical preachers in the Established Church, and 
100 among the Dissenters. But what are these 
among JO millions of people ? 

In Belgium there are 15 evangelists, and 12 or 15 | 
colporteurs. He stated that a committee, at the | 
head of which is the Hon. and Rev. Baptist Noel, 
of London, spent during the past year six weeks in 
the middle and south of France; and they reported 
15 communes as open to the preaching of the gos- 
pel. Such is the increasing demand for evangeli- 
cal laborers, that it has been determined to estab- 
lish a seminary in Paris for the education of evan- 
gelists. In Spain, Portuga! and Italy, there is also 
a demand for teachers, and many are ready to hear 
the pure word of God.”

Crosses, 


“There are some, who profess not to be ashamed 
of the cross, yet seem to be thrown into something 
like a spasm of the hystericks, when they see the 
‘sign of the cross,’ in the Episcopal Church as if 
they had encountered a spectre of Romish heresy ; 
while the same ‘sign,’ does not appear to disturb 
their fears when seen in connection with other de- 
nominations. In the city of Boston, there are four 
Churches, within a few rods of each other ; a Con- 
gregationalist, Baptist, Unitarian, and Episcopal.— 
The Congregationalist has no less than three cross- 
es on its pulpit, the Baptist has a beautiful quadru- 
ple cross on the top of the spire, and we understand 
that the Unitarian, when finished, is to have no 
less than three crosses ; while Trinity Church is 
the only one of the four, that does not have this 
symbol.— Ch. Witness. 


A wooden cross is of itself a very harmless 
thing, nor could we ever discover an objection to 
such a symbol being placed on the spire of a 
church. Our Puritan ancestors entertained a cor- 
dial dislike to the use of the cross in any way.— 
This aversion arose no doubt from the practice of 
the Catholics in this matter ; the cross being used 
by them in such a manner as to almost exclude the 
idea of the crucifixion, Perhaps it might be ben- 
eficial to the cause of pure religion, were the whole 
Protestant Church to adopt the plan of placing a 
cross on the spires of their houses of worship. At 
any rate no harm could result from such a course ; 
and Catholics might be induced to think less of the 
figure of the cross, if Protestants as a body would 
adopt it.

Sir :—I have the honor to report that the troops 
of my command occupied their original camp at 
this place on the 27th of February, the last of the 
Mexican army leaving the morning of that day in 
the direction of San Luis. It is ascertained that 
the enemy is in full retreat, and in a very disorgan- 
ized condition ; the men deserting and dying of 
starvation in great numbers. I despatch a com- 
mand this day as far as Encarnation to hafass his 
rear, and secure whatever military supplies may be 
found there. 

From the statements of Mexican officers, partic- 
ularly of the medical staff left to succor the wound- 
ed, there seems no doubt that their loss in the re- 
cent action is moderately estimated at 1500, and 
may reach 2000 men, killed and wounded ; besides 
2000 or 3000 deserters. Many officers of rank were 
lost. I enclosea list of the names of our own killed 
and wounded, made as complete as possible at this 
time. One regiment (Kentucky cavalry) is not in- 
cluded, its return not being rendered.

FROM GEN. TAYLOR'S CAMP. 
Heap Quarters Anmy or Occupation, 
Camp on the field of battle, Buena Vista, 
Mexico, February 24, 1°47. 

| Sin :—I have the honor to report that, having be- 
come assured on the 20th mst. thatthe enemy had 
assembled im very heavy foree at Encarnation, thir- 
ty miles in front of Agua Nueva,with the evident de- 
sign of attacking my position, J broke up my camp 
at the latter place on the 2Ist, and took up a strong 
line in front of Buena Vista, seven miles south of 
Saltillo. A cavalry force left at Agua Nueva for the 
purpose of covering the removal of supplies was 
driven in during the night, and on the morning of 
the 22d the Mexican army appeared immediately in 
front of our position. AtIl o'clock A. M., a flag 
was sent, bearing from Gen. Santa Anna a summons 
of unconditional surrender. To which I immedi- 
ately returned anegative reply. The summons and 
my reply are herewith enclosed. The action was 
commenced late in the afternoon between the light 
troops on the left flank, but was not seriously en- 
gaged until the morning of the 23d, when the ene- 
my made an effort to force the left flank of our po- 
sition’ An obstinate and sanguinary conflict was 
maintained, with short intervals, throughout the 
day, the result being that the enemy was complete- 
ly repulsed from our lines. An attack of cavalry 
upon the rancho of Buena Vista, anda demonstra- 
tion of the city of Saltillo itself were likewise hand- 
somely repelled. Early in the mght the enemy 
withdrew from his camp and fell back upon Agua 
Nueva, a distance of twelve miles. 

Our own force engaged at all points in this action 
fell somewhat short of 5,400 men, while that of the 
enemy, from the statement of Gen. Santa Anna, 
may be estimated at 20,000. Our snetess against 
such great odds is asuflitient encomitm on the good 
conduct of our troops. Ina more detailed official 
report, I shall have the satisfaction of bringing to 
the notice of the govertimentthe conspicuous gal- 
lantry of particular officers and corps. I may be 
permitted here, however, to acknowledge my great 
obligations to Brig. Gen. Wool, the second in ¢om- 
mand, to whom I feel particularly indebted for his 
valuable services on this occasion. 

Our loss has been very severe, and will not prob- 
ably fall short of 700 men. The Mexican loss has 
been tmmense. I shall take the earliest opportuni- 
ty of forwarding a correct list of the casualties of 
the day.
